tain Division. 


He described it as a rugged, 
hard-bitten unit of about 4500 men 
in their early twenties, many of 
them veterans of four years of 
war. Contrary to the general 
practice in the Wehrmacht, these | 


elite party troops gave the Nazis 
salute, clicked their heels and 
greeted one another with the 
“Heil, Hitler” exclamation. 


Cohen said the German detach- 
ment with which he was riding 
entered a town in which there 
stood several trucks crammed 
with German prisoners taken the 
night before by Americans. With- 
out wasting a moment, he. said, 
the S. S. riflemen and machine 
gunners proceeded to mow down 
their fellow soldiers to the last 
man while violently denouncing 
the Wehrmacht (regular army) 
for cowardice and treason to the 
Reich.

First Army armor to the south 
advanced 24 miles to the Harz 
mountains and entered the large 
supply base of Nordhausen, which 
is 115 miles from Berlin. 

Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
new First Army drive was punch- 
ing across.the narrowing..waist of 
Germany toward the Russian 
siegé lines in the east. His tanks 
headed down a corridor by-pass- 
ing the towering Harz mountains 
on the left. 

North of Hannover, British 
tanks and infantry cut a 20-mile 
gash in paper-thin German de- 
fenses and started a race for 
Hamburg, Germany’s leading port 
and second largest city. Hamburg 
was 60 miles away in that sector, 


but only 50 miles distant in the 
area of besieged Bremen. 

The Third Army advanced to 
within two and a half miles of 
Erfurt, 63 miles from Leipzig, 
and within three of Coburg, 50 
miles from the Czechoslovak fron- 
tier. 

Clean-Up in Ruhr. 

German resistance in the Ruhr 
pocket is cracking, it was stated 
officially. The First and Ninth 
Armies have compressed the trap

ESTIMATED 20,000 
PUT TO DEATH IN 
LIMBURG ASYLUM 
AS UNDESIRABLE 


Civilians Voiced Objec- 
tion to Stench of Burn- 
ing Bodies—S. S. Orgy 
After 10,000th Killing 
Described. 


By HAL BOYLE 
LIMBURG, Germany, April 10 
(AP).—American troops have dis- 
covered a German “murder fac- 
tory” rivaling any house of horror 
dreamed up by fiction writers, 
where, it is estimated, 20,000 per- 


gong viewed by the Nazis as “un- 
desirables,” were systematically 
put to death. 

The establishment, in an insane 
asylum near Limburg, was in 
charge of a tall, scar-faced 70- 
year-old Nazi surgeon, assisted by 
a husky 45-year-old chief woman’s 
nurse and middle-aged chief war- 
den, Allied officers said. On the 
staff were S. S. (elite guard) offi- 
cers from Berlin. 

Tales told by German residents 
of the village of Hadamar, four 
miles north of Limburg, led two 
United States First Army officers, 
Lt. George Walker of Deshler, O., 
and Capt. Alton H. Jung of San 
Antonio, Tex., to question officials 
in the village and resulted in dis- 
covery of the asylum. 


20,000 Victims. 


Maj. Harvey M. Coverly, Sausa- 
lito, Cal., ordered the arrest of the 
three in charge of the “factory,” 
eaid by the officers to be one of 
six set up by the Nazis inside Ger- 
many to dispose of unruly slave 
laborers or those who had out- 
lived their usefulness. 

German civil authorities esti- 
mated that 15,000 victims were 
gassed and cremated and another 
5000 killed by drugs or poison and 
buried in communal graves. 

The stench of burning bodies 
caused Hadamar residents to com- 
plain, and the Bishop of Muenster 
lodged protests with the asylum 
officials. That caused the Nazis 
to switch from gas to hypodermic 
injections and from cremation to 
mass burial. 

The executions were described 
as “mercy killings” authorized by 
a 1939 Nazi statute. 

Ghoulish Feasts. 


Two investigators, Capt. Brink- 
ley Hamilton, a British officer at- 
tached to an Amgrican infantry 
division, and Lt. W. R. Johnson, 
Loveland, Colo., told a story of 
death and torture and ghoulish 
feasts by drunken executioners in 
the asylum, where 300 crazed in- 
mates were permitted to run free 
in underground dungeons. 

“Nobody would believe it,” said 
Johnson. “It had underground 
chambers with dripping water, 
bats flying around and little crazy 
men who jumped out at you at 
every step.” 

Of the Nazi surgeon in charge, 
Johnson said: “I never saw a 
tougher looking man in my life.” 

The job of the chief nurse; he 
added, “was to put the death 
needle into women patients. She 
was about six feet tall, built like a 
football player and as ugly as a 
witch.” 

The head keeper, “a mousey- 
looking middle-aged man who had 
been promoted from driving vic- 
tims to the asylum to the actual 
job of doing away with them,” 
gave the officers the first indica, 
tion of how the asylum operated, 
Johnson declared. 


6 to 20 to a Grave. 


“He told us the asylum never 
held more than 500 patients and 
showed us that there were only 
481 graves in the cemetery. There 
were fresh, empty graves, and 
when we asked him about them 
he said ‘We always keep three 
graves ahead.’” 

The officers learned that from 
six to 20 bodies were dumped into 
each grave. 

Capt. Hamilton said that on one 
day 500 Russians were taken into 
the asylum and not one came out 
alive. 

“When we first walked through 
the asylum the insane inmates, 
laughing and screaming, followed 
us around in packs,” Hamilton 
added. “There were dwarfs and 
stupid giants, but all seemed harm- 
less. Only the sane people there 
were killed.” 

He said that each morning .the

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IN "MURDER FACTORY’ 


577,000 MURDERED IN LATVIA 
BY NAZIS, RUSSIANS CHARGE 


Field Marshals Von Model and Schoerner Ac- 
cused in Report on Slaughter of Men, 
Women and Children. 


LONDON, April 10 (AP).—The 
Nazi Government and the German 
high command were charged to- 
day by a Soviet investigating com- 
mission with the merciless slaugh- 
ter of 577,000 men, women and 
children in Latvian concentration 
camps and the deportation of 
175,000 other persons as slave la- 
bor. 

Field Marshals Walther von 
Model and Ferdinand Schoerner, 
German Army group command- 
ers, were accused specifically of 
responsibility for the crimes in a 
6000-word' report which a Moscow 
broadcast said was made by a 
group of prominent Soviet Lat- 
vians and Russians. 

The commission reported that 
the Germans methodically de- 
stroyed factories, public utilities, 
libraries, museums, hospitals and 
homes, had ransacked libraries 
and art galleries and killed many 
Latvian intellectuals. At least 
170,000 civilians, including women 
and children, were slaughtered in 
mass extermination camps near 
Riga, it was charged. 

“The German fiends spared no 
one,” the report said. “They mur- 
dered men and women, healthy 
and sick, children and old people. 
In the central prison in Riga they 
murdered more than 2000 children 
whom they had taken away from 
parents, and Salaspils camp they 
killed more than 3000 children.” In 
this camp the commission report- 
ed it found nine grave-pits cover- 
ing a total area of more than 
3600 square yards, and had estab- 
lished that the Germans tortured 
to death more than 56,000 civilians 
in the camp. 


Mentally Defective Killed. 


“In the first and second psychi- 
atric hospitals they killed all the 
mentally diseased,” the report 
said, citing three instances in 
which German §8. 8. (elite guard) 
police removed a total of more 
than 2450 mental defectives from 
the hospitals in 1942 and “shot 
all of them in Bikernek Forest” on 
the outskirts of Riga. A hospital 
doctor testified he was instructed 
to note on the sick lists simply, 
“evacuated by S. S. police.” 

The commission said that on 
Aug 22, 1941, about 780 mental 
patients from. the Daugavpils 
(Dvinsk) Psychiatric Hospital 
were shot in a small town, includ- 
ing 20 healthy children temporar- 
ily transferred to the hospital 
building from a children’s home. 

“The Germans also killed resi- 
dents of Riga and its suburbs in 
Bikernek, Dreilind and Rumbul 
forests,” the report continued. “In 
Bikernek Forest, the Hitlerites 
shot 46,500 civilians.” 

One witness living near the for- 
est told the commission he count- 
ed 41 busses one morning during | 
a two-day movement of doomed/ 
persons just before Easter, 1942. 
On Easter Sunday he said many 
residents went to the place of 
shooting in the forest and saw a 
big open pit filled with murdered 
women and children. 

“The bodies of the women and 
children bore traces of torture,” 
the witness was quoted as saying. 
“Many had bruised faces and 
heads. Some had hands or fingers 
cut off, eyes gouged out; stomachs 
ripped open.” 

The commission said investiga- 
tors at the forest found 55 graves 
with a total area of more than 
30,000 square yards. 

The report also charged these 
massacres: Dreilin forest, “more 
than 130,000 civilians and prison- 


ers of war” shot; Rumbul forest, 
38,000 civilians turdered; Dau- 


gavpils, daily shootings of “hun- 
dreds of Soviet citizens kept in 
prisons and camps,” including 
more than 43,000 at one point on 
the territory of Zolotaya Gorka; 
district of Rezekne (Rezhitsa), 
“15,200 civilians including more 
than 2000 children,” and the entire 
population of the village of Aud- 
riny, reported destroyed for aid- 
ing the Red Army. 
Jews Burned in Synagogues, 

In the first days of the occupa- 
tion, the report said the Germans 
drove Jews into synagogues, which 
then were locked and set afire, 
burning 2000 Jews to death in four 
synagogues. It recounted that in 
October, 1941, 35,000 Jews were 
confined behind barbed wire in a 
Riga ghetto and the next month 
“the Germans picked out 4500 
able-bodied men and 300 women 
from the ghetto and shot the rest 
on Nov, 30 and Dec. 12, 1941.” 

A witness was quoted on the 
shooting of the Jews as saying: 

“People with little children, old 
men and women; poured out into 
the streets where they were lined 
up. They were dispatched in 
busses but most of the people 
were driven on foot. In endless 
columns the Jews plodded along 
the streets. The exodus lasted 
from 5 p. m. Saturday all through 
the night and ended on Sunday 
evening. 

“The streets were covered with 
ice, and people fell and were shot 
on the spot. The streets of the 
ghetto became red with blood. 
Children and mothers were shot 
mercilessly. 

“As people traveled their last 
road, the road to death, German 
beasts snatched small ,children 
from their mothers’ hands, seized 
them by the feet and killed them 
by smashing them against poles 
and fences.” 

The commission said the Jews 
were shot in Rumbul forest where 
they were forced to strip to their 
underwear and march to their 
graves to be killed. Those who 
attempted to resist were beaten 
with rubber clubs. 

At Daugavpils ghetto, the Ger- 
@gans were charged with carrying 

t five mass shootings of Jews, 
eaving only 400 of the original 
30,000 alive after the last mass 
shooting May 1 and 2, 1942. 

Many War Prisoners Shot. 

The commission reported that 
327,000 Soviet prisoners of war 
were tortured or shot to death in 
Latvia, many of them at Stalag 
350 in Riga. It said the Germans 
daily shot prisoners of war who 
were too weak or ill to work and 
insulted and beat them for no rea- 
son whatsoever. 

Thousands of Soviet prisoners 
perished enroute to the camp be- 
cause the Germans crammed them 
into railway cars without food or 
water, it was charged. Comment- 
ing on the deaths ‘enroute to 
camps, the commission quoted a 
witness who was on duty as a 
switchman when a train of 30 
cars was moved to one station in 
November, 1941. 

“Not a single living man was 
found in the cars,” the witness 
said. “Not less than 1500 corpses 
were dumped out of this train. All 
of them were in underwear. The 
bodies lay near the railway track 
for about a week.” 

The report concluded: “The 
Extraordinary State Commission 
has established the fact that 
bloody crimes were committed in 
the Latvian Socialist Republic, de- 
struction of towns and agriculture 
has been done on explicit: orders 
of the Nazi government and the 
German command.” 


and the nurse conferred on who 
would be killed that day. 

“One assistant said the doctor 
was regarded as a kind man be- 
cause if one.of the victims fought 
against taking the hypo needle, 
the surgeon would not let the at- 
tendants beat him into submis- 
sion,” Hamilton recounted. “He 
just let the man go without food 
until he was too weak to object.” 

The gas chambers and crema- 
torium were operated by 8S. S. men 
from Berlin, the investigators 
added. 


Drank Erom Skulls. 


“After their 10,000th killing the 
S. S. men had a drinking orgy,” 
Hamilton said. “They cleaned out 
the skulls of some of their victims 
and used them as drinking cups. 
Townspeople and former employes 
at the asylum testified to this.” 


He said some of the victims 
were “young children who were 
half Jews.” 

Most of the victims appeared to 
be Russian men and women work- 
ers who couldn’t stand the strain 


of hard work and little food, the 
officers said. Many Poles and 
some Dutch were killed, but there 
was no evidence to prove that 


‘Belgians or French were killed. 


The surgeon, confronted by evi- 
dence and testimony on operations 
of the murder factory, was quoted 
by Capt. Hamilton as saying: “I 
have always been a doctor of hon- 
or.’ 

“One nurse in the asylum de- 
fended the killings, saying it was 
better for these people to be put 
away because they were sick and 
useless, even to themselves,” Ham- 
ilton said. 

Kept File on Deaths. 


“The medical director of the 
district had to prepare reports on 
the deaths. These people would 
seal them and send them in com- 
plete secrecy to Berlin. In most 
cases the cause of death was 
given as pneumonia or dysentery.” 

Maj. Coverly broke in “Yes, and 
the day after we found the asylum 
three of the patients still there 
were so weak they died. The 
cause of their death was given 
as ‘sleeping sickness.’ ” 

Throughout the period of execu- 
tions by drugs, which began after 
the furor among the townspeople 


over the gas killings had died 
down—the director in charge of 


the asylum carried out to the let- 
ter the legal principles set down 
by the Nazi euthanasia law that 
the victims be diagnosed by a 
reputable physician as “incurably 
ill.” Under the Nazi party starva- 
tion technique this only required 
the interval of the time necessary 
for the ailing workers to break 
down from lack of food. 


The investigators said the “mur- 
der faetory” started operating 
some time in 1941. The killings 
continued up to March 21—eight 
days before the arrival of the 
American armor, 


HITLER ADVISER MAX AMMAN 
REPORTED TO HAVE ENDED LIFE 


LONDON, April 10 (AP).—The 
Moscow radio said yesterday that 
Max Amman, veteran Nazi party 
executive and close friend and 
adviser of Hitler, had committed 
suicide in Munich, “leaving a let- 
ter stating that he was despond- 
ent because of the imminent col- 
lapse of Nazi Germany.” 

Amman was the first business 
manager of the Nazi party and 
attained great wealth as publisher 
of party newspapers and books. 
He was known as one of Hitler's 


closest associates and adviser on 
money matters. 
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24) NAZI PLANES 
DESTRUYEDINDAY: 
602 IN FOUR DAYS 


U. S. Fighters Set New 
Record; 227 of Kills on 
Ground — 2150 Craft 
Raid Jet Bases. 


LONDON, April 10 (AP). — 
Fighter pilots of the United 
States Eighth Air Force today de- 
stroyed at least 245 German 
planes, 227 of them on the ground, 
and set a new record for fighters. 
This increased to 602 Nazi aircraft 
losses inflicted by the Allies in 
four days. 

The latest score was made as 
more than 2150 American bomb- 
ers and fighters struck at enemy 
jet-plane bases in the Berlin area, 
following up a night attack by 600 
Royal Air Force heavy bombers 


on Germany’s largest submarine 
assembly yards at Kiel. 


The previous record kill of 
enemy planes on the ground and 
in the air scored by fighter pilots 
was 177 on Sept. 5, 1944. 


1300 Big Bombers in Raids. 


The American daylight force 
was made up of more than 1300 
heavy bombers and 850 fighters. 

The airfields hit were at Larz, 
Burg, Briest, Neuruppin, Zerbst 
and Parchim. all within a 70-mile 
arc around the west side of the 
German capital. Other targets in- 
cluded the ordnance supply cen- 
ter of Oranienburg and the ex- 
perimental training airfield near 
Rechlin, 

These attacks increased to 43 
the number of German airfields 
bombed by the United States 
Eighth and Ninth air forces in 
the last four days. 

The R. A. FB. blow at Kiel was 
the third major strike at the 
North Sea U-boat base in less 
than 24 hours. 

The attack came only a few 
hours after British Lancaster 
bombers hit submarine shelters at 
Hamburg with 1l-ton and six-ton 
bombs for the second time 
during the day. The Air Ministry 
said many large fires were ob- 
served after night raiders hit 
three Kiel yards. 

Allied bombing now apparently 
has scotched a planned resump- 
tion of the U-boat offensive. 

Night Attack on Berlin. 


R. A. F. Mosquitos paid their 
nightly call on Berlin. Others 
raided objectives at Plauen, near 
the border of Czechoslovakia, 
Stade and Hamburg. 

Tht British lost six planes in 
operations last night and yester- 
day.’ The United States Eighth 
Air Force reported 10 bombers 
and four fighters missing from a 
force of more than 1250 heavy 
bombers and 750 fighters which 
raided 10 airfields and other tar-

American fighters had a straf- 
ing picnic yesterday, destroying 
156 enemy planes on the ground, 
more than half of them along a 
super highway near Munich. 

With only enough fuel to get 
planes in the air at infrequent 
intervals, the Germans are try- 
ing to save their aircraft by hid- 
ing them along highways and in 
fields far removed from regular 
bases.

The Eighty- 
third Infantry’ Division entered 
Gandersheim, three miles beyond 
the Leine River and 10 north of 
Northeim.

Accepting this as the policy of tee 


the House, the Insurance Commit- 


tee was the first to prepare its A 


report in accordance with the new 
Constitution. The committee by a 
vote of 5 to 2 last night voted to 
report favorably for passage the 
Senate bill to tax the premiums of 
domestic insurance companies the 
fame as premium of outstate com- 
panies doing business in Missouri 
are taxed. The committee record- 
ed the names of those voting for 
the favorable report and those 
voting against, and will file the 
names with the House. 

Meanwhile, in the Senate, action 
on an amendment to the proposed 
rules, offered by Senator Edward 
J. Hogan of St. Louis, requiring 
the public record, was shunted to 
the Rules Committee. This.com- 
mittee in submitting new rules 10 
days ago, had ignored the secrecy 
subject. - 

House Rule Outlined. 

Under the leadership of Repub- 
lican Floor Leader Randall R. 
Kitt of Chillicothe and Speaker 
Pro Tem Murray E. Thompson of 
Marshfield, the House chairmen 
outlined the specific rule to be 
submitted by the House Rules 
Committee. 

Kitt told the chairmen there 
Was not the slightest question that 
the intention of the framers of 
the Constitution was that every 
committee should report the re- 
corded vote of its members on 
every bill, and that there was no 
question that that was the under- 
standing of the voters in the adop- 
tion of the Constitution. 

There had been a strong move- 
ment among some legislators, who 
were fighting to preserve the 
secrecy of committee meetings, to 
obtain a construction of the Con- 
etitution which would require only 
that the numerical. vote, without 
the record of the individual mem- 
bers, be reported by committees. 

This was blocked as far as the 
House is concerned by the action 
of the committee chairmen, who 
decided that the rules should con- 
tain a provision setting out the 
Janguage of the Constitution, and 
a construction of this language to 
require that every committee re- 
port contain the names of the 
members voting for and against 
the committee recommendation 
and the names of the members 
absent. 

When the proposed Senate rules 
were called up by Senator Jasper 
Smith of Springfield, chairman of 
the Rules Committee, Senator 
Hogan offered a_ two-barreled 
amendment to prevent the 
evasion of the Constitution which 
the committee had attempted. Ho- 
gan offered a complete new rule 
which would put into effect the 
constitutional provision permitting 
one-third of the elected Senators 
to take a bill from a committee, 
and which would eliminate the 
committee recommendation that 
one-third could send the bill back 
to the committee. Hogan’s 
amendment also would specifically 
require a public aye and nay vote 
of committee members on bills, 
a constitutional mandate which 
the committee ign@ed in its pre- 
liminary report. 

On motion of Senator H. R. 
Williams of Cassville; Republican 
floor leader, Hogan’s amendment 
was referred to the committee on 
rules. Williams said that he was 
in favor of a public record of 
committee votes, but that he be- 
lieved the Rules Committee was 


the proper place to frame the | 


rule. Hogan offered no objection 
to the reference, but indicated 
that he was prepared to continue 
the fight on the floor if the com-, 
mittee failed to meet the require- 
ments of the Constitution. 
Unicameral Proposal. 

Submission to the voters of a 
constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for a unicameral or one-house 
legislature in Misspuri, to replace 
the present two-house assembly, 
was proposed in a joint resolution 
introduced in the House yesterday 
afternoon by Representative Ray- 
mond J. Lahey of St. Louis. 

Lahey’s proposal, which does 
not set up all of the necessary 
legislative machinery, called for a 
Single house of not less than 50 
nor more than 75 members, to be 
elected for two-year terms and to 
be paid salaries of not less than 
$1200 nor more than $1800 a year. 
He proposed creation of a com- 
mission, appointed by the Gover- 
nor, to establish the legislative 
districts. 

A similar unicameral legislature 
amendment was defeated in the 
general election last November, by 
37,027 votes. 

Passage of four of a series of 
30 departmental consolidation 
measures by the House yesterday 
increased the total number of bills 
finally passed to eight. The bills, 
providing for consolidation of tax 
collecting and assessing agencies, 
are sponsored by the House lead- 
ership. 

Authorization of the use of vot- 
ing machines in elections was pro- 
vided for in a bill introduced in 
the House by J. Merrill Woods of 
Monett. The Secretary of State 
would act as voting machine com- 
missioner and would be required 
to approve each machine before it 
Was used. 


BILL TO INCREASE JUDGES’ 
PAY READY FOR LEGISLATURE 


Increased salaries for judges of 
State courts ranging from the Su- 
preme Court to the Court of 


Criminal Correction in St. Louis 
are provided in a bill drawn by a 
committee of the Missouri State 
Bar Association which is to be in- 
troduced in the Legislature next 
week. 

Under the new salary schedules, 
Supreme Court justices would get 
instead of their present $10,000 an- 
nually, $15,000; the pay of the 
Judges of the Courts of Appeals 
in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Springfield would be increased 
from $8500 to $12,500; Circuit 
Judges in St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and Jackson County from 
$8000 to $10,000; other Circuit 
Judges from $6000 to $8000; 
Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas at Cape Girardeau from 
$4100 to $8000, and Judges of the 
Court of Crimina) Correction here 
from $4000 to $6000. 

Walter Mayne, vice president of 
the Bar Association; said the 
Legislature would be required to 
set salaries of the Judges under 
the new Constitution, and those 
included in the bill are the stand- 
ards sought by the association. 
Charles O. Carr of Kansas City, 
president of the organization, was 
in St. Louis yesterday to confer 
with members of the committee 
that prepared the bill.

A requirement that the loss or 
theft of ration books be reported 
tod police before an application for 
their replacement will be consid- 
ered by the St. Louis War Price 
and Rationing Board has resulted 
in a decrease of approximately 64 
per cent in the number of such 
applications, it was announced to- 
day by William H. Bryan, district 
director of the St. Louis Office of 
Price Administration. 

A spot check during February 
and March showed a daily average 
of 178 applications being made to 
replace “lost or stolen” ration 
books. Since the requirement that 
a police report be made on the 
loss before it can be replaced was 
instituted April 2, the daily aver- 
age has fallen to 65, Bryan said.

1500 Yanks Home From Nazi Prisons, 
Mi istreatment, Escapes

BOSTON PORT OF EMBAR- 
KATION, April 10 (AP).—Fifteen 
hundred libgrated American  Sol- 
diers were eating good Yankee 
“chow” today, after months” of 
meager meals in German prison 
camps, 

Freed from Nazi rule by Rus- 
sian forces sweeping across Po- 
land last January, the men 
marched ashore from an army 
transport just after dark Sunday 
night—the first large group of ex- 
prisoners to come home from the 
European theater. 


The cheering soldiers trudged 
down gangplanks, almost drown- 
ing the music of a welcoming 
army band on the dock, and then 
were whisked away to a nearby 
camp for processing and briefing, 
preliminary to being granted fur- 
loughs. 

They ate steak and ice cream 
and all that goes between and 
talked endlessly. There were 
tales of near-starvation and mis- 
treatment, yarns of high adven- 
ture and thrilling escape; of des- 
perate flight through enemy-held 
territory, and of death faced on 
many a cold and fearful morning. 

Praise Red Cross and Poles. 

Through the discordant sym- 
phony of the arrival and the set- 
tling down ran two themes, 
themes, echoed and re-echoed by 
a thousand throats. 

“The Red Cross,” the men said, 
“those packages of theirs kept us 
alive,” and the Poles, “they didn’t 
have much, but they shared what 
they had.” 

Some of the soldiers had been 
in prison camps for two years. 
Several of them knew Larry Al- 
len of the Associated Press, who 
recently was returned to this 
country on the exchange ship 
Gripsholm. 

Second Lt. Rudolph J. Malchi- 
odi of Deep River, Conn., said he 
had been at Oflag 64 with Allen. 
Malchiodi said he dropped from 
195 to 150 pounds eating German 
prison fare. 

Typical of the men who spent 
some time at Limburg—a German 
prison camp recently taken by the 
United States First Army—before 
they were moved to Poland, was 
Pfc. Paul Thompson of Marys- 
ville, O., who dropped from 198 
pounds to 110 pounds in three 
months, 

Later he said he escaped from 
the prison camp in Poland while 
the Germans were trying to move 
the prisoners back to the Reich 
in the face of swift Russian ad- 
vance. His right leg cut by shell- 
fire, Thompson said he hobbled 
on for 10 days until a Polish girl 
found him and nursed him until 
he was able to continue his flight. 

“She saved my life,” he declared. 
“I’m going back to Poland some 
day and get her.” 

Court-Martialee by Nazis. 

Pfc. Walter W. Steinhaus of 
Sheboygan, Wis., experiened a 
German court-martial along with 
his other troubles. He said he hit 
a guard and drew a sentence of 
three years and three months. 

A lad named Tatro—his first 
name got lost in the excitement— 
was itching to get back to a Ver- 
mont trout stream. His home is 
at Eden, Vt., and at 19 he’s a 
veteran—a veteran of Anzio and 
three and one-half months as a 
prisoner,

U. S. DELEGATION TO VOTE 
AS UNIT AT SAN FRANCISCO 


Stand on Each Issue to Be Decided by Ma- 
jority — 42 Organizations Invited 
to Name Consultants. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—Secretary of State Stettinius re- 
ported today that the American 
delegation to the San Francisco 


conference will act as a unit—its 
position on each issue being de- 
termined by majority vote. 

Stettinius also disclosed these 
other developments at a press con- 
ference: 

1. Some neutral countries have 
inquired about sending observ- 
ers to the United Nations con- 
ference opening April 25, but it 
has been impossible to accom- 
modate them. This evidently in- 
cludés such countries as Sweden 
and Switzerland, and also prob- 
ably Italy. 

2. A total of 42 organizations 
of civic, professional, agricul- 
ture, labor, business and others 
have been invited to appoint one 
representative and an assistant 
each to act as consultants to the 
eight-member United States 
delegation. 

3. Stettinius is still hopeful 
that the proposed new Polish 
“national unity” government 
may be set up at Warsaw in 
time to provide representation 
for Poland at the meeting. 

4. Avra Warren, chief of the 
State Department’s Office of 
American Republics Affairs, was 
added to the list of official ad- 
visers to the American delega- 
tion, and Arthur Sweetser was 
named to represent the Office of 


War Information. Sweetser 
served as an American observer 
at the League of Nations. 

The United States delegation be- 
gan yesterday a series of policy 
meetings, and Stettinius said to- 
day it would be engaged for the 
next few days in going over the 
Dumbarton Oaks proposals for 
world organization and all sugges- 
tions concerning them—presum- 
ably meaning suggestions for 
changes. 

It is the aim of these meetings, 
Stettinius said, to develop unified 
opinion on the part of the delega- 
tion on all points which may come 
up at San Francisco. It is not pos 
sible to give day-to-day informa- 
tion on the trend of these discus- 
sions, he added, because tentative 
views reached today must be re- 
viewed in the light of subsequent 
discussion of other subjects. 

The 84 consultants from the 
various private organizations, Stet- 
tinius said, will pay their own ex- 
penses, but the State Department 
will try to arrange housing and 
transportation. for them.

Emerson said OPA has 3200 en- 
forcement officers, or an average 
of one for every county in the 
country. (An appropriation for 
300 additional officers is pending.) 

Senator Bushfield (Kep.), South 
Dakota, pressed Emerson for an 
estimate of what percentage of 
meat sold in New York is black 
market.

4-INCH MORTAR 
TO HIT JAPS AS 
WELL AS NAZIS 


‘Exterminator’ So Effective 
MacArthur Adopts It for 
Landing Craft Fleet. 


BOSTON, April 10 (AP).—The 
4.2-inch chemical mortar, a Nazi 
exterminator previously used by 
the Army in Sicily and Germany, 
has become an all-service weapon, 
Col. Lester W. Hurd, commanding 
the Boston chemical warfare pro- 
curement district, said last night. 


The mortar uses high explosive, 
white phosphorus or a smoke 
mixture, depending on the tac- 
tical situation. 

Col. Hurd said the mortar had 
been used with great effective- 
ness by the Navy aboard LCSs in 
the Pacific, and has so impressed 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur that he 
has ordered immediate activation 
of a Southwest Pacific landing 
craft, infantry mortar, flotilla, 
Three mortars aboard each LCI, 
with a range in excess of 3000 
yards, are used to knock out Japa- 
aan mortars which contest land- 
ngs, 

At Leyte, one group of LCI 
rocket ‘ships leading the first 
landing wave succeeded in laying 
down such concentrations that 
troops failed to find a live Jap in 
the first 500 yards. Shells for this 
weapon can be fired in excess of 
20 rounds a minute. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION T0 U.S. 
FOR BRITISH WIVES OF YANKS 


LONDON, April 10 (AP).—The 
British wives of American soldiers 
are receiving free transportation 
to the United States. 

Maj. G. R. McLaughlin, 
ant adjutant general in charge of 
the return-of-dependents section of 
the U. S. Army European Theater 
of Operations, said: “Some 200 al- 
ready have made the Atlantic 
crossing. About 20,000 are elig- 
ible.” 

All expenses are paid from the 
travelers’ doorstep to destination, 
with exception of subsistence, 
which costs the brides about a 
dollar a day, the Major said. Chil- 
dren also are transported free.

were hit first and hardest by Von 
Rundstedt’s winter drive. 

“For some reason which we 
never learned, they had a much 
tougher break than we did. We 
tried to share our Red Cross par- 
cels with them, but the Germans 
took the parcels away from the 
Americans and told us we couldn’t 
give them any gifts. Then they 
were taken away from our area 
and locked in a separate enclos- 
ure.”

Terrorism of Werewolves. 

The Nazis, with organizations 
such as the “Werewolves,” are 
trying to capitalize on the situa- 
tion by attempting to throw Ger- 
many into a state of anarchy. 

Some sections of the German 
population have been terrorized 
by the Werewolves, but thus far 
they have been a flop as effective 
guerrilla opposition to the Allied 
armies. A check of the various 
Allied armies disclosed there has 
been almost no sabotage of mili- 
tary effort or assassination of 
Allied soldiers. The German civil- 
ian population has been docile be- 
yond the expectations of Allied 
authorities. 

The Werewolf organization is 
one of the terror weapons by 
which the Nazis hope to keep any 
German civilian from taking any 
position to help administer the 
country under Allied control. This 
would mean that American, Brit- 
ish and Russian forces would 
have to build and maintain pub- 
lic utilities, install communica- 
tions and feed 80,000,000 people. 

The alternative is to have 80,- 
000,000 starving people, with the 
resulting riots, on Allied hands. 


Planned Chaos, 

Under this chaos and confusion 
the Nazis party leaders could 
safely go underground to plan a 
long-range political campaign 
against Allied efforts to bring or- 
der to Germany. They probably 
could escape detection rather 
easily. ° 

There is a possibility that Hit- 
ler may be able to form a new 
murder society in chaotic Europe 
which might take years to stamp 
out and for a few months couple 
it with organized guerrilla war- 
fare. Whether he will succeed de- 
pends more on the reaction of the 
German people than on the Allied

Foreign Minister Quoted 
as Saying U. S., Britain} 
Hinder ‘Progress of 
Humanity.’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 10 
(AP).—Japan’s wartime diplomacy 
will be carried on “boldly and vig- 
orously” by Foreign Minister Shi- 
genori Togo, tne Deomei news 
agency reported today, in a dis- 
patch reminiscent of  Togo’s 


speeches at the time of the attack 
on Pearl Harbor..- 


Togo, foreign minister when 
the war started, returned to that 
post yesterday in Japan’s third 
wartime Cabinet. 

The dispatch quoted Togo as 
saying Japan’s aim was to “aban- 
don the forces of destruction for 
the forces of reconstruction.” He 
said “poisonous” America and 
England were “hindering the prog- 
ress of humanity” and “ruthless- 
ly destroying everything they 
please.” 

Japan’s ultimate aim, he said, 
was to achieve a “universal al- 
liance based on reciprocity and 
equality.” 

The Tokyo radio scoffed at 
American and _ British comment 
that the new Cabinet might initi- 
ate peace feelers. In a broadcast 
for American consumption it 
termed these allegations “interest- 
ing, disclosing as they do, the in- 
ner psychology of the authors’ de- 
sire for peace.” 

An exception to such comment, 
Tokyo said, was Under Secretary 
of State Joseph C. Grew, former 
Ambassador to Tokyo, “who 
sounded a stirring note of warn- 
ing to the American people, de- 
claring that the emergence of the 
Suzuki Cabinet means a strength- 
ening of the Japanese nation to 
fight it out.” 

The return of Togo to the for- 
eign ministry was heralded by in- 
fluential Japanese newspapers 
largely because of his knowledge 
of Soviet Russia, which last week 
disavowed a non-aggression trea- 
ty with Japan. 

“What we are interested in 
now,” Asahi said in an editorial 
quoted by Domei, “is whether the 
Soviet Government will continue 
to have an interest in maintaining 
peace in the east in co-operation 
with Japan or will they work in 
the opposite direction.” 


EXCHANGED GERMAN 
RETURNS HOME AND 
FINDS YANKS THERE 


MUEHLHAUSEN, Germany, 
April 10 (AP).—A German soldier 
at least 50 years old stood at a 
street corner in this town frantic- 
ally flagging passing American 
vehicles. 

Finally two Americans from the 
Sixth Armored Division decided 
to investigate. The German pulled 
out a batch of papers and through 
an interpreter the Americans 
learned that he had been captured 
and sent to a prison 
Huntsville, Texas. Exchanged be- 
cause of his age, he had been trye 
ing to get home to Muehlhausen 
but arived only 
Armored Division 
town. 

His chief worry now was that 
he would be recaptured and sent 
back to America before he could 
find civilian clothes.

HE bald, unvarnished narrative of the renowned crossing of the 
Ludendorff Bridge at Remagen March 7 was given to me by 
Brig. Gen. William M. Hoge, a native of Boonville, Mo., who was 


reared in Lexington, Mo., and whose mother, Mrs, William M. Hoge, 
now lives at the Fairmont Hotel in St. Louis. 


Gen. Hoge was the commander 
of Combat Command B of the 
Ninth Armored Division which 
seized the bridge. For this exploit, 
Hoge, on March 21, was made com- 
der of the Army’s ace tank unit, 
the Fourth Armored Division, 
which a few days ago received a 
presidential citation. The only 
other division with this honor is 
the 10lst Airborne in recognition 
of its historic defense of Bastogne. 

Hoge’s orders were to take the 
town of Remagen, then move 
south along the west bank of the 
Rhine toward Coblenz. The cgl- 
umn was fighting inside the town 
when he arrived on a hill over- 
looking the scene. He was aston- 
ished to find the bridge still stand- 
ing. He had taken it for granted 
that it would be destroyed like the 
other bridges across the stream 
and didn't know it was there until 
he saw it. 


Acted Without Delay. 


He at once gave orders for a 
detachment to go on down and get 
the bridge. It was the simple, ob- 
vious thing to do. He posted in- 
fantrymen along the shore on both 
gides of the structure to cover it 
with gunfire and flooded it with 
phosphorus smoke and covered it 
with two assault guns and two 
battalions of artillery. Then he 
directed the crossing detachment 
to make a rush for it. They did 
a fine job and set up the bridge- 
head which enabled several divis- 
jons to get across before the bridge 
collapsed 10 days later. 

It appears that the bridge caved 
fin not as a result of enemy action 
but owing to the bombardment by 
American aircraft prior to the 
river crossing and the strain put 
on it by the weight of armored 
traffic. Originally it was a rail- 
road bridge which had been 
planked over. When we took it, 
it was available only to foot 
troops, as our bombers’ had 
knocked a great hole in the plank- 
ing. 

The Germans were trying to re- 
pair the damage. Afterwards they 
made a titanic effort to demolish 
the structure with railway guns, 
V-bombs and bombardment from 
the air. In all the 10 days they 
never hit it once. 

It has been suggested that Ger- 
man engineers failed to destroy 
the bridge because they were 
drunk or because their efforts 
had been blocked by saboteurs. 
When Hoge first saw the bridge, 
it was packed solid with Nazi 
soldiers and vehicles fleeing east- 
ward. The theory is now offered 
that the German engineers hesi- 
tated to set off their charges until 
these had crossed over. But they 
had no scruples at another Rhine 
bridge—they blew hundreds of 
their own people into the river. 


Enemy Surprised. 

It appears that they were in- 
competent and also were taken 
by surprise at the swiftness of our 
attack. Evidently the Germans 
considered the Remagen span un- 
imporant beside such bridges as 
those at Coblenz and Duesseldorf 
and sent only second line engi- 
meers to handle the Ludendorff 
structure. 

Every bridge in Europe is 
equipped with demoliiion cham- 
bers. In time of war these are 
packed with explosives. It is well 
known that TNT is highly suscep- 
tible to dampness and loses much 
of its power in a few months. lI 


suspect’ that the Nazi engineers 
at Remagen failed to make a 
thorough inspection of the con- 
tents of the demolition chambers. 
As a matter of fact, they tried 
twice to blow the bridge and both 
times all that exploded was the 
primer charge of 15 or 20 pounds. 
On both occasions the principal 
charge of about 1500 pounds 
failed to go off. 

Gen. Hoge assumed command of 
the Fourth Armored Division two 
days before it crossed the Rhine. 
Since then the unit has taken pris- 
oners at a rate of 1000 a day and 
has crashed about German terri- 
tory in @ route looking like a 
giant letter S and covering 250 
miles, The division is now up- 
wards of 175 miles from the 
French frontier and pressing ever 
closer toward the border of Czech- 
oslovakia and a junction with the 
Red Army. A logical place for 
the junction between the Ameri- 
cans and the Russians would be 
between ‘the Fourth Armored’s 
combat commands thrusting east 
toward Dresden and the Russians 
coming up from the south. 


Distinguished Career. 

Hoge’s prior career in the Army 
was quiet but distinguished. He 
was graduated from Wentworth 
Military Academy at Lexington 
and was then appointed to West 
Point by the late Senator Jim 
Re:d. His was the class of 1916. 
During World War I he served 18 
months in Europe with the Sev- 
enth Engineers of the Fifth In- 
fantry Division. He commanded 
a company and then a battalion 
and took part in the battles of St. 
Mihiel and the Argonne and served 
in the Army of Occupation. He 
won the. Distinguished Service 
Cross for throwing the first bridge 
across the Meuse River in No- 
vember, 1918. 

He ended World War I as a 
temporary major and reverted to 
captain, He taught’ military 
science and tactics at Wentworth, 
then at the Infantry School at 
Fort Benning, Ga. Later Hoge 
took courses at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, the com- 
mand and general staff school at 
Fort Leavenworth and then served 
with the Army engineers in the 
rivers and harbors section, 

He served three years under 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur as. an 
engineer in the Philippines Divi- 
sion and later organized the En- 
gineer Corps of the Philippine 
Army. In 1940 he organized the 
first engineer camp at Fort Bel- 
voir. He next surveyed and built 
the Alaskan highway, which is 
ranked among the outstanding en- 
gineering feats of history. He also 
organized a special engineer bri- 
gade for the Normandy landing 
and took personal charge of 
Omaha beach. He went ashore on 
D-day and went through the 
bloodiest fight of the whole oper- 
ation. He next opened several 
portsin Brittany and at Le Havre. 

Until his recent promotion, he 
served with the Ninth Armored 
Division. | | 

The general’s forebears came 
from Scotland and settled in the 
Shenandoah Valley of Virginia in 
the seventeenth century and came 
to Missouri nearly 100 years ago. 
His ancestors were not soldiers, 
but preachers of the particularly 
stern Covenanters known as “Blue 
Light” Presbyterians. Not a bad 
lineage, after all, for a great fight- 
ing commander.

Okinawa a Lot 
Like Indiana, 
Pyle Discovers 


Climate Is Temperate 
but People and 
Homes Are Dirty 
and Poor. 


By ERNIE PYLE 


OKINAWA (By Navy Radio). 
INCE this island is the closest 
S to Japan we've landed on and 
since we seem to feel this real- 
ly is Japan, rather than just some 
far outpost, I'll try to describe to 
you what it looks like. 

Actually it doesn’t look a great 
deal different from most of 
America. In fact it looks @uch 
more like America than anything 
the Marines have seen for the last 
three years, 

The climate is temperate rather 
than tropical, and so is the vege- 
tation. There are tropical-like 
trees on and near the beaches— 
I think they’re pandanus bushes. 
But there are also many trees of 
the fir family with horizontal 
limbs, 

The country over which my regi- 
ment passed during the first two 
days was cultivated, It rose gradu- 
ally from the sea and was all 
formed into small fields. 

It didn’t look at all unlike Indi- 
ana in late summer when things 
have started to turn dry and 
brown, except that the gields were 
much smaller. 

The wheat, which looks just like 
ours, is dead ripe in the fields now. 
The Marines are cutting it with 
little sickles. In other fields are 
cane and sweet potatoes, 


Each field has a ditch around its 
edge, and dividing the fields are 
little rirges about two feet wide. 
On top of the ridges are paths 
where the people walk. All 
through the country are narrow 
dirt lanes and now and then a 
fairly decent gravel road. 

As you get inland, the country 
becomes rougher. In the hills 
there is less cultivation and more 
trees. It is really a pretty coun- 
try. We had read about what a 
worthless place Okinawa was, but 
I think most of us have been sur- 
prised about how pretty it is. 


Civilians Pitiful. 


KINAWA civilians we bring in 
0 are pitiful. The only ones left 

seem to be real old or real 
young. And they all are very, 
very poor, 

They’re not very clean, And 
their homes are utterly filthy. 
Over and over you hear Marines 
say, “this could be a nice country 
if the people weren’t so dirty.” 

Obviously their living standard 
is low. Yet I’ve never understood 
why poverty and filth need to be 
synonymous. <A person doesn’t 
have to be well off to get clean. 
But apparently he has to be well 
off to want to keep clean, We’ve 
found it that way clear around 
the world. 2 

The people here dress as we see 
Japanese dressed in pictures: 
Women in kimonos and old men 
in skin-tight pants. Some wear 
a loose, knee-length garment that 
shows their skinny legs. 

The kids are cute as kids are 
all over the world. I’ve noticed 
Marines reaching out and tousling 
their hair as they marched past 
them. We’re rounding up all the 
civilians and putting them in 
= They, are puzzled by it 
all.

Farm Houses Razed. 


OST of the farm families 

must have got out when our 

heavy bombardments started. 
Lots of farm houses have either 
been demolished or burned to the 
ground before we came. Often, 
in passing a wrecked farmhouse, 
you smell the sickening odor of 
death inside, 

But there are always people 
who won’t leave, no matter what. 
We couldn’t help feeling sorry 
for the Okinawans we picked up 
in the first few days. We found 
two who spoke a little English. 
They had once lived in Hawaii. One 
was an old man who had a son 
(Hawaiian-Japanese) somewhere 
in the American Army! 

They were all shocked from the 
bombardment and yet I think 
rather stupid, too, so that when 
they talked they didn’t make 
much sense, 


I don’t believe they had any 
idea of what it was all about. As 
one Marine officer said, “the poor 
devils. I'll bet they think this is 
the end of the world.” 

They were obviously scared to 
death. 
found many of them hiding from 
us in caves. They found two old 
women, 75 or more, in a cave, car- 
ing for a paralyzed girl. She 
wasn't wounded, just paralyzed 
from natural causes. One of the 
old ladies had a small dirty sack 
with some money in it. When 
the Marines found her she cried 
and tried to give them the money 
—hoping I suppose that she could 
buy herself off from being exe- 
cuted. 

After all the propaganda they've 
been fed about our tortures, it’s 
going to be a befuddled bunch of 
Okinawans when they discover 
we brought right along with us, 
as part of the intricate invasion 
plan, enough supplies to feed 
them, too!

Starving Dutch civilians are leav- 
ing Amsterdam and The Hague 
by the thousands and streaming 
toward the Canadian lines in East- 
ern Holland, Dutch underground 
leaders in a newly liberated town 
said today. 

Many persons have died on the 
trek, these leaders said, but still 
the hungry horde moves on, heed- 
less of threats or privations, clut- 
tering the roads and disrupting 
German traffic. “In Amsterdam 
alone,” one man said, “‘the civilians 
are dying of malnutrition at the 
rate of some 400 a day.” 

Meantime, in a small concentra- 
tion camp near Zutphen, Holland, 
Allied troops discovered bodies of 
12 persons who had been beaten 
and shot just 24 hours before.

Early in March the Allies used completely successful new tactics 
to capture Meiktila, an important town in Burma where six roads 
cross near a cluster of eight airstrips.

Next dawn a_ glider 
sailed in with airfield control — 
equipment and three hours later 
the transports began landing in- 
fantry support. They came in 
through Japanese mortar fire. 


Planes Come in Fast. 

The transports came in so fast 
that the field was shrouded in 
dust. Planes were coming in and 
taking off in both directions at 
once, every few minutes. 

One transport in three round- 
trips spent only 45 minutes on the 
ground to load, unload, refuel and 
receive service. 

Not a plane was lost, not a 
soldier injured in this infantry 
“air lift” which is described as 
one of the most ambitious in his- 
tory. It was completed in half the 
scheduled time. 

Wounded British and Indian 
troops were flown: out on return 
flights. 

The tanks raced on to capture 
the Thazi rail junction 15 miles 
farther east, cutting the Japanese 
off to the south and boxing in 
Mandalay for the kill later. 

After the infantry was landed, 
the transports concentrated on 
supplies. The second night at 
Meiktila the British were eating 
frozen beef, flown in by transport. 


British Take Road Junction East 
of Meiktila, Burma. - 

CALCUTTA, April 10 (AP). — 
The road junction of Thazi, 14 
miles east of Meiktila, has been 
captured by British Fourteenth 
Army troops, a communique said 
today. South of Thazi retreating 
Japanese forces were bombed and 
strafed by planes of the Eastern 
Air Command. 

An enemy pocket in the Legyi 
area, 24 miles south-southeast of 
the British bridgehead over the 
Irrawaddy at Pakokku, was re- 
ported cleared.

School to Battle, Six Months 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Pvt, Harvin E. Shinall, whose parents 
reside at 4210 Athlone avenue, left high 
school last summer at the age of 18. 
He was inducted into service and imme- 
diately sent to Little Rock, Ark. In 
September, three months later, he was 
ordered overseas. En route to the East- 
ern port of embarkation, he was per- 
mitted to visit his family only five days. 
Then he sailed. 

Immediately upon arriving overseas, 
he was placed in the fighting lines. On 
March 15 last—exactly six months after 
induction into service and exactly six 
months after leaving school—he was 
killed in action in France, killed in his 
first battle. 

This is in spite of the fact that 
President Roosevelt promised our par- 
ents that these young boys would re- 
ceive at least‘one year of training by 
the best officers and with the best of 
equipment. It is difficult to understand 
why it is necessary to force these young 
boys into actual combat with so little 
training, while we have thousands of 
much older and longer-trained men rest- 
ing in England, India and other coun- 
tries, as well as here in our own coun- 
try. 
In World War I, some of our men 
were trained with wooden guns. At 
that time, too, the artillery used a 2x10 
plank across a wagon to represent a 
gun, and beer barrels were used for 
cavalry horses. President Roosevelt 
promised that that would not happen 
in World War II. After deciding to 
draft our 18-year-olds, he came on the 
air and promised our fathers and 
mothers that they would receive a 
year of finest training with the best of 
equipment. 

.. As the Commander in Chief, he should 
be able to see to it that the practice of 
sending our young boys to their certain 
déath because of lack of training is 
stopped at once.

In the Interest of Radio 


Last Jan. 18, the Post-Dispatch printed an edi- 
torial whose first paragraph read as follows: 


The time has come to urge the big radio 
networks to change some of their practices 
regarding newscasting. In particular, NBC, 
Columbia, Mutual and the Blue Network (1) 
should quit interrupting news broadcasts 
with commercial plugs and (2) should quit 
permitting these broadcasts to be sponsored 
by objectionable advertisers. 


This editorial, and subsequent ones in which 
the idea was explained and developed, have re- 
ceived considerable attention in magazines and 
in the press, and they have received particular 
attention in publications whose primary concern 
is the radio and advertising industries. In the 
course of the discussion, the Post-Dispatch posi- 
tion has sometimes been misunderstood and mis- 
interpreted. We should like fo clear up some 
of these misunderstandings and misinterpreta- 
tions. 

* ~ + 

Here are two typical instances: J. H. Ryan, 
head of the National Association of Broadcasters, 
in a speech at Cincinnati, saw in the Post- 
Dispatch attitude a threat to freedom of. the 
radio. He argued against criticism of newscasts 
on the ground that it might invite Government 
intervention. At a recent meeting of radio and 
advertising executives in Chicago, the charge 
was made that, in essence, the Post-Dispatch 
suggestion of Jan. 18 represented an attack on 
the radio as a competing advertising medium. 
Other misunderstandings and misinterpretatiens 
may be cleared up by a restatement of this pa- 
per’s position. 

(1) To begin with, we repeat that radio has 
done a magnificent job in the transmission of 
news, to the point that many people prefer to 
get their news over the radio rather than through 
the columns of the daily newspaper. New tech- 
niques, such as the roundups of world capitals 
and battlefronts, have brought the war vividly 
to every American household. Too much praise 
cannot be given to the networks for designing 
these new techniques and for the general ex- 
cellence of the newscasts themselves. By the 
very nature of its medium, radio’s superiority 
over newspapers in the immediate transmission 
of important news has long been obvious. The 
newspaper “extra,” once the fastest means of 
communicating news of extraordinary impor- 
tance, is just about as dead as the dodo. 

(2) We repeat that the Post-Dispatch is as 
jealous of freedom of the air as it is of freedom 
of the press. To imperil one is to jeopardize 
the other. In its 67 years, this newspaper has 
fought for every form of freedom of expression 
guaranteed in Article I of the Bill of Rights. 

(3) Just as the Post-Dispatch is supported large- 
ly by advertising, so we believe that radio should 
and must be supported by advertising. We be- 
lieve this because the alternative would be Gov- 
ernment ownership and control of radio. The 
idea is abhorrent. 

. * . 

(4) It was precisely for this reason that our 
suggestion of Jan. 18 was made. There are forces 
in the administration and Congress which have 
warned radio that Government might be com- 
pelled to act if radio standards do not measure 
up to “public interest, convenience and neces- 
sity,” for which radio is licensed. The sure way 
to prevent Government interference, and to dis- 
courage demagogues who would seek to impair 
freedom of the air, is for radio itself to set -its 
own high standards for public service. 

(5) It is not doing this when its principal con- 
tribution to public service, namely, the broad- 
casting of news, is marred, tortured and made 
nauseating by those commercial announcements 
which have become known as plug-uglies. This 
is particularly true in time of war. As Leo J. 
Fitzpatrick of Station WJR, Detroit, aptly said: 


We must remember that practically all 
listeners have relatives or close friends in 
the armed services, and that their interest 
in newscasts is quite personal, quite emo- 
tional and sometimes becomes terribly trag- 
ic, as they hear the names and stories of 
loved ones in the news, 


(6) We are not criticising the commercial 
sponsorship of news. We are criticising two 
specific methods that have crept into the com- 
mercial sponsorship of news. One such method 


is the interruption of news for sales talks. The 
other is the use of news by advertisers who deal 
in palliatives for bodily aches and pains, stomach 
acidity and gas, body odors and a thousand and 
one equally revolting subjects. 

(7) Of course, the advertiser who pays for the 
newscast is entitled to tell his reasonably-timed 
story both at the beginning and the end of the 
program. No one objects to that. Such news- 
casts,,as a matter of fact, are on the air. Two 
examples—and others could be cited—are the 
Lowell Thomas and Kaltenborn programs. These 
open and close with commercial announcements, 
but there is no interruption once Thomas and 
Kaltenborn begin to speak. 

. ~ . 

(8) While the Post-Dispatch station, KSD, 
nearly a year ago eliminated interrupting com- 
mercials from newscasts originated by it, and 
has also barred newscast advertising which it 
considers inappropriate, it admits an inconsisten- 
cy. KSD has continued to broadcast NBC news 
programs which do not conform to the station’s 
own standards. We could correct this by end- 
ing our connection with NBC and diverting its 
service to some other outlet. Our position, 
however, is that not only would that be to our 
financial disadvantage—we admit this frankly— 
but we believe our listeners would lose more 
than they would gain by such divorce from the 
many excellent programs originated by a great 
network. 

(9) NBC is the oldest national network—a pio- 
neer in developing our American radio system. 
Its achievements in the fields of entertainment, 
of education, of newscasting, of cultural contri- 
butions in music and in the arts are a monument 
to the principle of free radio. In the subject 
under disgussion, NBC was the first of the big 
chains to outlaw the middle commercial in news- 
casts, though its new rules permit fudging at 
the beginning and end. In the matter of exer- 
cising control of sponsorship, however, NBC lags 
behind the Columbia Broadcasting System. CBS 
uses the middle commercial, but it long ago re- 
fused to permit distasteful sponsorship of its 
excellent network news service. 

(10) We recognize it is only natural for the 
networks to be disturbed by a proposal whose 
fulfillment would affect an intricate series of 
relationships with advertising agencies and ad- 
vertisers themselves. The sponsorship of news 
is one of radio’s chief sources of revenue. 

* * * 


(11) We believe, however, that the elimination 
of the newscast plug-ugly would be to the ad- 
vantage both of the networks and of the adver- 
tisers. They have a common stake in maintaining 
the effectiveness of the radio appeal, now marred 
by the newscast plug-ugly. There is a large per- 
centage of the listening public which does not 
willingly accept or which consciously resents 
bad taste and interruptions in newscasts. 

(12) KSD’s experience, and that of a growing 
list of other individual stations which have vol- 
untarily barred the newscast plug-ugly, show 
that the advertiser, as well as the public, is 
pleased by the result. The latest advertiser to 
adopt this policy is the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana. 

(13) We repeat we are making no attempt and 
have not the slightest desire “to reform the 
radio industry.” We have challenged only one 
small phase of radio’s activities. We think that 
middle interruptions in amusement programs are 
in quite a different category from newscast in- 
terruptions. We have no quarrel with radio ex- 
cept in the matter of the newscast plug-ugly.. 
This is not a press attack upon radio. It is, we 
believe, a constructive suggestion offered in the 
interest of radio. 

(14) Our position is a simple one. The plug- 
ugly, we hold, is neither good broadcasting nor 
good advertising. News is news and the public 
is entitled to hear it reported with dignity and 
good taste. We hold that the radio industry 
whose function it is to serve the “public interest, 
convenience and necessity” has far more to gain 
than to lose by eliminating the newscast plug- 
ugly—lock, stock and barrel. 

If radio did so, it would fortify the great and 
fundamental principle of freedom of the air. 


Atrocities in Goetterdaemmerung 

The two notions that the Nazis would be more 
moderate in their treatment of helpless war 
prisoners and impressed slave laborers as the 
day of defeat drew near, and that they would 
give Americans and Western Europeans better 
treatment than they have given Slavs and Jews, 
may now be discarded, along with all the other 
hopeful fallacies on this subject. 

Near Gotha, an abattoir camp where some 
4000 prisoners had been put to death enjoyed a 
last frenzy of blood-letting by killing 77 victims 
on the very eve of American arrival in armed 
force. It was a very short time ago, too, that the 
death march Virginia Irwin wrote about last week 
took place. Of its atrocities, a starving Ameri- 
can shot for trying to pick potato peelings from 
a garbage can, another American clubbed sense- 
less for trying to accept a cup of water from 
a German woman, and a whole column stoned 
by civilians—these are small samples. 

Meanwhile, we are good to German prisoners 
in this country. It is no wonder that many 
Americans are indignant about it. That indigna- 
tion will not, nor should it, moderate our deter- 
mination to abide by the Geneva Convention. It 
should, however, be pent up for the reckoning to 
come. It should be saved to demand absolute 
ruthlessness in dealing with all Nazi butchers, of 
whatever rank.

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Minimum Wages in Laundries 

In protest against our advocating a minimum- 
wage law for Missouri, a spokesman for the Mis-, 
souri Laundry Owners’ Association has pointed 
out that the profits of his industry are small. 

To be sure, increasing substandard. wages to 
a legal minimum would require tough readjust- 
ments. That is not the fault of the minimum 
wage. It is the fault of accustomed practices 
in the substandard-wage industries. Like some 
other industries, laundries have been slow to 
adopt the best available equipment and the best 
methods of using labor. They have not had to 
do so, because they have always been able to 
substitute cheap labor. 

That a better course is open to them is re- 


vealed in a statement by this same spokesman 
that one St. Louis laundry is able to pay an 
average wage of 67 cents, implying that few of 
its employes, if any, receive less than 40. How? 
That laundry has installed the latest and best 
equipment. It also offers piece-work incentives, 
which attract and hold the best workers and 
make all workers labor more efficiently. 

If a 40-cent minimum is adopted, this pro- 
gressive laundry will be at a decided advantage 
over its lagging competitors, The salvation of 
the others is not continued starvation wages; it 
is building up their own efficiency.

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County Gas-Electric Divorce 


There can be little doubt that St. Louis County 
gas and electric consumers will benefit in the 
long run from the SEC’s order that St. Louis 
County Gas Co. be severed from the control and 
management of Union Electric. 

As SEC points out, the services can be fully 
competitive only under separate owners. Sep- 
aration should spur both to seek fuller utiliza- 
tion of their respective services in such jointly 
occupied fields as cooking and air conditioning. 
Sooner or later, that would mean reduced rates, 
and if the experience of low-rate utilities else- 
where be any criterion, it should also mean great- 
er profits, 

The immediate effect, however, may be a 
slight nuisance to consumers and some increase 
in costs to the companies. Under joint owner- 
ship, one force has read both meters, and cus- 
tomers have had the privilege of making a sin- 
gle remittance. Perhaps there will now have 
to be separate meter-reading and settlement 
of customers’ accounts. 

Before the functions are separated, however, 
we hope the two suppliers will see whether they 
cannot continue at least joint meter-reading. 
Surely it could be done without diminishing 
competition, since meter-reading is a most rou- 
tine procedure. To give competition every pro- 
tection, there could perhaps be a co-operatively 
owned metering service. 

Joint metering seems a promising possibility. 
And if it worked out well in the county, why 
would it not in the city?

The Case for the Guaranteed Wage 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


If it is a Communist idea, firms like Procter & Gamble and West- 
inghouse must be red, paper says; Hormel has shown that workers 
can be. paid 52 weeks a year in a seasonal industry; plan smooths 
kinks in economic cycle and so is a step away from Communism.

Some papers in Our Town are calling the 
annual wage, which a presidential commit- 
tee has started studying, a Communist 
idea. They claim that because the Soviet 
Constitution of 1936 guarantees a year- 
round job to all workers, the whole plan 
is red. 


If that is true, then a lot of American 
firms stretching from big Procter & Gam- 
ble ($106,000,000 assets) to Hormel, the 
packers, are red, Some of them, like P. & 
G. (Crisco, Ivory Soap), have been guaran- 
teeing their workers an annual wage since 
1923. And last year, pioneer P. & G. made 
$20,000,000 in profits. ‘Well worth it,” re- 
ported Time. 


Most spectatular of all the guaranteed 
wage plans is that of the packers, Hormel. 


Tested in a Seasonal] Industry 


It looked like suicide to guarantee a 
wage in so seasonal an industry. After all, 
cattle come to market to be slaughtered 
in the spring and fall, Packers used to 
work like mad then, and waited out the rest 
of the time. 


But Hormel figured out a way to pay 
regular wages in a seasonal industry—in- 
cidentally showing the way to the other in- 
escapably seasonal industries. He promised 
some of his workers 52 weeks of wages 
each year. 


In slack times they would lay off. In 
peak season they work overtime and make 
up the hours they spent fishing. Time re- 
ports the result thus, “Costs dropped, prof- 
its rose and workers’ weekly earnings went 
UPics ie’ 

In 1939 the world’s biggest mail-order 
house, Sears, Roebuck, began experiment- 
ing with an annual wage, Today 10,000 
workers are covered, 


General Motors at one time tried a varia- 
tion of the plan, called it “income security.” 
As many as 81,500 workers were thus as- 
sured of at least 60 per cent of a standard 
year’s wages, But with the coming of the 
war, there was no need for the guarantee 
and so busy GM dropped the plan—for the 
time being. 

International Harvester, Eastman Kodak, 
Nunn Bush, Standard Oil of California, 
Westinghouse, Atlantic Refining, Arm- 
strong Cork and a host of other big com- 


panies have taken some steps in this di- 
rection, 


The annual wage has taken great strides 
since three smafl companies first began ex- 
perimenting with it back in 1920. 


Management had discovered that a -la- 
borer does not lightly leave or strike a 
job that he knows will bring him a pay 
envelope every week. The McCormick spice 
house of Baltimore, which guarantees 40 
weeks of work each year, has a 2 per cent 
absentee rate; war plants in the same city 
with no guarantee have a 12 per cent ab- 
sentee rate, 


Yale University arriyed at the same con- 
clusion through a scientific poll. Workers 
were asked if they would prefer lower but 
regular wages or higher but irregular pay; 
90 per cent chose the lower but surer pay. 


We don’t say you can get the annual 
wage overnight. We do say we need it. 


For when the steel worker or garment 
operator is laid off, he isn’t the only one 
laid off. His grocer, his butcher, his church 
collection, his doctor, his rent and his cloth- 
ing store suffer. And, indirectly, so does 
the steel mill. 


We need regularity in our economic or- 
der—the expectation of regular pay for the 
worker, the expectation of regular business 
for the industrialist, the expectation of 
regular return for the investor. 


Why Not the Guaranteed Wage? 


We could start with a guaranteed wage. 
That’s why we like F. D. R.’s suggestion 
to go ahead and look intogt. 


We have a hunch it’s coming. Not to- 
morrow, maybe not even the day after. 
But it’s in the cards. 


It’s in the stream of ideas and plans 
to iron out the kinks and ups and downs 
in our economic system. It’s part of the 
whole trend:to reconcile private enterprise 
and initiative with security. At Procter 
& Gamble, Hormel, Nunn Bush it’s working 
already. In time it will work elsewhere, 


The guaranteed wage is, of course, not 
a step toward Communism, It is rather a 
step away, because it assures workerg that 
under capitalism there is not only freedom, 


but also security and a full dinner pail, 52 |

If the Radio Listener Revolts

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is keeping up 
its fight on “plug-uglies in radio newscasts.” 
This nuisance is becoming more intolerable, 
we are told, as the news of the war in- 
creases in significance. 


Having cited some shocking instances of 
deplorable taste, the Post-Dispatch con- 
cludes on this note: “These five dialogues 
show how an important radio service ig be- 
ing bungled with blurbs. They show what 
we meant when we aaid, in January, that 
the time has come for the big networks to 
set a good example for radio, We urged 
the networks (1) to quit interrupting news 
broadcasts with commercial plugs and (2) 
to quit permitting these broadcasts to be 
sponsored by objectionable advertisers. We 
continue to urge them to do so.” 


Not all the chains’are equally guilty, but 
none of them can escape accountability for 


a thoroughly bad situation, which is likely 
to grow worse, if that is possible, 


So long as networks persist in a policy 
of grabbing the cash without heeding the 
consequences, local stations can hardly be 
expected to take a higher line, Indeed, they 
pile Pelion on Ossa by running their own 
commercials until in some cases they com- 
pletely surround attractive news programs 
with all kinds of announcements which are 
the rankest intrusion in the circumstances. 


The average listener grits his teeth and 
bears it, but some day he will revolt. Some 
day he will join the growing army of Amer- 
icans who are demanding stricter regula- 
tion than now prevails. That sort of con- 
trol is something to be avoided, but the in- 
terests which would be loudest in denuncia- 
tion of it are now doing most to bring -it 
into being,

Portrait of the Gashouse Gang. 
And Its Rags-to-Riches Story 


“The Gashouse Gang and a Couple of Other Guys,” 
by J. Roy Stockton. (A, &.. Barnes & Co., New 
York.) 

Olympians have a way of running cheek 
by jowl in temperament and reaction. Take 
John Barrymore and Jerome (Dizzy) Dean, 
for instance, 

When palling movie obligations, pressure 
of creditors or a captious harpy tortured 
Barrymore’s soul, he would point a long, 
expressive finger at the horizon and say, 
“I must be off to the Grampian Hillis.” 

Dean, too, had picked a retreat. Let 
Branch Rickey lay down a proverb, Sam 
Breadon a rule or Manager Frankie Frisch 
a fine and “Ole Diz” would rare back in 
defiance. “For 2 cents,” he’d sputter, “I'd 
jump the club and go fishin’ up to Novus 
Scofus.” 


Stockton’s new book, containing a selec- 
tion from his Saturday Evening Post ar- 
ticles, deftly introduces this and other zany 
memorabilia as well ag a stout-ribbed, fac- 
tual picture of the rise of the St. Louis 
Cardinals. The author is a good authority 
on this, as a sports writer who covered 
Cardinal games from the early 1920s, when 
the .club’s financial plight threatened the 
personnel with pellagra, up through the 
money-stacked, vitamin-happy days of ‘30 
and ‘40, 

When Branch Rickey was mustered out 
after World War I, he and Sam Breadon 
began to patch up an outfit that not only 
lacked rail fare to a Southern training 
camp but also funds to buy a complete set 
of uniforms. So the Cardinals trained in 
St. Louis and half the squad wore old uni 
forms on opening day. 

Back in the recesses of the Rickey mind, 
which many insist goes further back than 
that of anyoné in baseball, there grew the 
farm system and eventually the golden 
harvest which brought pennant winners and 
world champions to Sportsman's Park and 
wealth to the management. 

Stockton tells this story and many others 
with the informality of a country-store 
cracker-barrel philosopher.

Lloyd Lewis, former sports editor of the 
Chicago Daily News, puts it succinctly in 
his prefacé: “Stockton is one of the best 
newspaper reporters alive—cool, scrupulous, - 
penetrating of mind, but after all the best 
thing about him, and hig book, is that with 
all his concern for facts, he isn’t color 
blind.” 

There is plenty of color in Stockton’s 
story of those Cardinal greats of bygone 
lineups—Alexander, Hornsby, the Dean 
brothers, Medwick, Martin, Durocher and 
Frisch, And Manager Southworth has in- 
troduced a whole new array of stars who, 
while lacking the Merry Andrew character- 
istics of their predecessors, have kept the 
faith in the won-and-lost column. 

So the yarns are spun, not only about 
the Gashouse Gang but also a “couple of 
other guys” like Bill Terry, Bob Feller and 
“Them Phillies.” The people who live in 
the City of the Sainted King are going to 
get a big kick out of the book, All other 
Americans will love it, too, for the Gas- 
house Gang ig America.

If happens that our differences 
have come to a head over the 
Question of what the charter 
should do about colonial affairs.

Lippmann is whether the confer- 
ence at San Francisco should re- 
fuse to try to find remedies for 
conditions which menace the 
peace of the world merely because 
they involve what he calls ‘com- 
plex and explosive’ questions.” 


What Charters Shouldn’t Do. 


Mr. Welles says that the inter- 
national organization must grapple 
“with vital moral issues.” I agree. 
But what I contend is that the 
San Francisco conference cannot 
and should not try to find “reme- 
dies” for all the conditions which 
menace peace, nor should it grap- 
ple with all the vital moral issues. 
It should create an international 
organization which is charged 
with finding the remedies and do- 
ing the grappling. 

No people has had more experi- 
ence than we have with making 
and operating written constitu- 
tions. We have learned from it, 
I believe, that the best constitu- 
tions are those which confine 
themselves to the framework of 
government and a grant of pow- 
ers, and do not presume to legis: 
late or fix policy on particular 
subjects. 

Whenever we have departed 
from this conception of what is 
the province of a constitution, as 
for example in the prohibition 
amendment, or in the state con- 
stitutions which contain detailed 
provisions on innumerable sub- 
jects, we have regretted it. 

An organic law determines who 
shall deal with issues that will 
arise in the future and what are 
his powers. It should not at- 
tempt to tell him what he must 
decide about these issues. 


Don’t Attempt Too Much. 


To argue that the San Francisco 
conference should try to find 
remedies for conditions which 
menace the peace of the world is 
tantamount to saying that that 
particular meeting in San Fran- 
cisco can and should now do the 
hardest part of the work which 
the international organization is 
intended to do. This is, I submit, 
a deep fallacy which can only 
raise false expectations. 

The San Francisco conference | 
will have done much if it creates 
international organs of consulta- 
tion and compacts to agree to de- 
cide on a common action. If it at- 
tempts to do more than that, it

Mr. Wglles is an ardent spokes- 
man of those who hold that the 
way to promote international mor- 
ality is to promulgate interna- 
tional codes of morals to which 
all governments are then invited, 
on penalty of being branded im- 
moral, to subscribe. 

I do not believe that is the best 
way to promote international mo- 
rality. It inflates the moral cur- 
rency and, therefore, impairs its 
value, its dignity and its authority. 

A modest pledge which can be 
and will be carried out does more 
to promote morality than gran- 
diose universal pledges that gov- 
ernments cannot observe literally, 
or will not observe faithfully. 

We are writing a contract which, 
we hope, can be and will be car- 
ried out. We are drafting articles 
of association for more than 40 
nations who do not have a com- 
mon culture, a common religion 
or a common understanding of 
general ideas. 

If we can get them to agree to 
meet, to confer in an orderly and 
regular way, and to act together 
in certain matters, we shall have 
the first beginnings of an ordered 
world. 


Our Ideas Not Universal. 


But if we try to write into these 
articles of association the moral 
code which we, in the United 
States, believe to be universally 
right, we shall quickly discover 
that governments and peoples, 
who think quite as well of them- 
selves as we do of ourselves, do 
not regard our ideas as universal, 
or interpret them universally as 
we do, 

The general acceptance of a 
universal code of international 
morality is the end we are seeking 
to attain. It is not the basis from 
which we start. If it were, if 
there were a universal code of in- 
ternational morals which all 
people understand and accept, we 
should not now be founding an in- 
ternational organization. It would

| Congress and Its Inferiority Complex 


T feel like spectators at a big 
stand on the sidewalk and watch 

This reaction is particularly in- 
teresting because the last election 
brought some exceptional people 
to Congress on both sides of the 
political aisle — men and women 
who had made careers for them- 
selves outside the ordinary chan- 
nels of politics. 

It may be the time we're living 
in. Any period so crowded from 
day to day with extraordinary 
events calling for extraordinary 
action is bound to put a heavy 
burden on Congress. But the fact 
remains that many members have 
a sense of hopelessness about the 
flow of legislation that spills 
across their desks. 


Dead Hand of the Past. 


Sensible members soon decide 
that the only course is to special- 
ize. They fasten on a subject— 
ordinarily one of particular inter- 
est back home—and concentrate 
on that. While this has advan- 
tages, it also has serious disadvan- 
tages, since it tends to accentuate 
the business of special interests 
and special blocs. 

Largely, it seems to me, the di- 
lemma of Congress grows out of a 
timid reluctance to accept the 
techniques of the twentieth-c@atury 
world. The dead hand of the past 
rests heavily on the machinery of 
the legislative branch of our Gov- 
ernment. Sometimes the echo of 
Webster and Hayne sounds louder 
than the muffled voice of the 
present, 

That is why the work of a con- 
gressional committee headed by 
Senator Robert M. La Follette Jr. 
of Wisconsin is particularly im- 
portant right now. That commit- 
tee, through a series of hearings, 
is working out some recommenda- 
tions to bring Congress up to date. 


Costly Timidity. 


Whatever you may happen to 
think about Senator La Follette’s 
views on this question or that 
question, hg is recognized as one 
of the foremost experts in the 
country on legislative procedure— 
in other words, on how to get 
things done. Long before he him- 
self came to the Senate—and that 
was nearly 20 years ago—“Young 
Bob” was secretary to his father, 
fiery “Old Bob,” so he began to

learn very early what was wrong 
with the creaky machinery of our 
national legislature. 

The other day, in commenting 
on the testimony of a witness be- 
fore his committee, he made a 
diagnosis of Congress that inter- 
ested me, if only because it con- 
firmed a theory I've had for some 
time. Senator La Follette said 
that Congress had an inferiority 
complex. 

While that phrase is greatly 
overworked today, it does seem to 
me to apply in this case. I was 
reminded of what happened on the 
floor of the Senate shortly after 
the shock of Pearl Harbor. 

A vast naval appropriation bill 
calling for billions of dollars was 
put through with scarcely half an 
hour’s debate. Then the Senate 
took up a proposal to grant its 
members the privilege of free long- 
distance telephone calls on legiti- 
mate business, up to a limited 
amount, If I recall rightly, it was 
$1000 a year for each member, 
which would have made the total 
less than $100,000 if they had all 
taken full advantage of the priv 
lege. 


Charting a Cure. 


On that one they debated for 
several hours. Could they trust 
each other? Wouldn’t they abuse 
the privege? Finally it was 
turned down. Not until last year 
did the Senate approve a resolu- 
tion under which the first three 
minutes of 10 long-distance calls a 
month per member are paid for 
out of Senate funds. 

That is symptomatic of Con- 
gress’ inferiority complex. It 
should not be afraid to make use 
of the instruments that have tied 
this world of ours together into 
a very tight knot. 

It should not be afraid to use 
experts far more freely than it 
does.. Committees of Congress that 
approve billions of expenditure 
limp along with two or three 
trained specialists, while the ex- 
ecutive departments that spend 
the money hire experts by the 
drove. Congress should have its 
own sources of authoritative in- 
formation. 

The La Follette Committee is a 
hopeful sign. It is charting a cure 
for the congressional inferiority 
complex.

Member—Commission Now 
Has Democratic Majority.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 


Reorganization of the Missouri 
Public. Service Commission, from 
Republican control to Democratic, 
was effected late yesterday after- 
noon by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 
with appointment of Morris E. 
Osburn (Dem.), Shelbyville, as a 
member and chairman, and E. L. 
McClintock (Dem.), Cape Girar- 
deau, as a member. 

The appointments change the 
commission, which supervises 
state regulation of public utilities, 
from a membership of three Re- 
publicans, one Democrat and one 
vacancy, to three Democrats and 
two Republicans, subject to Sen- 
ate confirmation of the appoint- 
ments, ” 

Osburn, lawyer and former 
Speaker of the Missour{ House, 
was appointed for an unexpired 
term ending April 15, 1947, and 
was designated by Donnelly as 
chairman. 

He succeeds Richard Arens 
(Rep.), Kansas City, who was ap- 
pointed last Dec. 30 by former 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, shortly 
before Donnell retired as Gover- 
nor, This recess appointment was 
returned by the Senate to Don- 
nelly after his inauguration last 
Jan. 8, leaving Donnelly free to 
make a new appointment, 

Osburn was Speaker in the 1941 
session of the Legislature, when 
the Democratic machine attempt- 
ed to steal the governorship from 
Forrest C. Donnell, and was di- 
rected by the Supreme Court, in 
ensuing litigation, to promulgate 
the election results which seated 
Donnell. 

McClintock, lawyer and court 
reporter of the Twenty-eighth Ju- 
dicial Circuit since 1913, succeeds 
John A. Ferguson (Dem.), Cape 
Girardeau, who resigned last De- 
cember, for an unexpired term 
ending ‘April 15, 1949. McClintock 
formerly was president of the 
Cape Girardeau County Bar Asso- 
ciation, 

The term of Commissioner 

Charles L. Henson (Dem.), Spring- 
field, expires next Sunday. The 
Governor said he had received a 
number of recommendations for 
reappointment of Henson, but 
said he was not ready to make an 
announcement, 
The two Republicans remaining 
on the commission are Kyle D. 
Williams of Trenton, who has been 
chairman, and Miss Agnes Mae 
Wilson of Trenton. Williams’ 
term expires Apri] 15, 1947, and 
Miss Wilson’s term expires April 
15, 1949. Members of the commis- 
sion, including the chairman, re- 
ceive salaries of $5500 a year. 


CITY LICENSE COLLECTIONS 
UP $950,000 FROM LAST YEAR 


The city’s license collections for 
the Try year just ended totaled

An Iwo Marine casualty, Pfe.| 
Wayne J. Maberry, 19 years old, 
lies in a hospital bed somewhere 
in the Pacific, worrying because 
he is being sent back to the Unit- 
ed States before getting a chance 
to “make good,” a -Marine Corps 
dispatch related today. 

Maberry, son of Mrs. Otto R. 
Mounce, 218 North Sarah street, 
was shot through the right leg by 
a Japanese machine gunner early 
in the battle of Iwo. He and his 
lieutenant, also wounded, lay all 
night in a shell hole, waiting to be 
picked up by litter-bearers, 

Before that, the St. Louisan had 
been one of the first Marines to 
set foot on the runway of Moto- 
yama Airfield No. 2, He kept the 
Japanese pinned down with auto- 
matic rifle fire until the rest of his 
platoon moved into position for 
an assault. Earlier he had given 
his last bit of water to an injured 
comrade, and parted with his 
poncho—his only protection from 
the rain and cold—to make a 
stretcher. 

But to Maberry’s mind none of 
these things come under the head- 
ing of making good. “It isn’t fair 
I should be sent back now,” he 
told a combat correspondent. “It 
was my first time in battle and 
I got wounded so fast I never had 
a chance to do anything. People 
back home were expecting me to 
get a few Japs.”

The latest in perforated trousers 
are being worn these days by Ma- 
rine Tech.

Supply Is Big Problem. 

The great Allied problem at the 
moment is supply. It will be sup- 
ply difficulties which will be the 
chief cause of any delay that now 
occurs, not enemy resistance.

The Rhine itself has been the 
principal bottleneck, because heavy 
vehicles must move across pon- 
toon bridges at well-spaced inter- 
vals and at slow rates of speed.

A further advance to 
Minden may be possible in the 
immediate future, putting our ad- 
vance bases on the Weser. From 
these depots, Berlin, Hamburg and 
Kiel are within operating radius. 

It should, of course, be kept in 
mind that both the Twenty-first 
and Twelfth Army Groups now 
have double missions.

NEW YORK, Monday. 


E left Hyde Park early this 

morning, and I am sure that 

anyone looking at us carefully 
would have been able to remark 
that we had been doing some kind 
of work to which we were not ac- 
customed. We creaked a little in 
the joints, which only goes to 
prove that we should do physical 
work more often. 


I want to tell you a little today 


about the United Negro College 
Fund campaign which starts April 
18. For many years these colleges 
raised their funds separately: and 
it was a hard task for the various 
college presidents. It meant that 
they gave more time than should 
be given to raising of funds and 
less to the administration of their 
particular institution. 

This year the goal is $1,550,000. 
This covers the needs of at least 
27 colleges, which was the number 
of members last year. The Negroes 
form a tenth of our papulation 
and are our biggest minority, and 
these colleges train teachers, doc- 
tors, ministers and the people who 
are going to be leaders in this 
minority group. These colleges 
will have to accept their share in 
helping to adjust the returned 
Negro servicemen to peacetime oc- 
cupations, since out of the million 
Negro servicemen many thousands 
are college graduates planning to 
continue their work.

THE PRESIDENT of the fund 
is Dr: F. T. Patterson of Tuske- 
gee Institute, and the chairman is 
Thomas Morgan of the Sperry

CIVILIAN AUTO TUBE OUTPUT 
IS CUT DOWN BY WPB ORDER 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—Manufacture of tubes for civil- 
flan passenger car and small truck 
tires will be limited in the sec- 
ond quarter of the year, the War 
Production Board announced to- 
day. The action is designed to 
make available one million pounds 
of carbon black a month for the 
production of heavy duty truck 
and bus tires. 

There has been no control over 
the production of tubes for pass- 
enger cars and small trucks, since 
the supply of styrene type rubber 
has been sufficient to meet all de- 
mands. As result, the inventory 
of these tubes now exceeds stocks 
of tires by about 40 per cent. 

Manufacturers will not be al- 
lowéd to make tubes in the second 
quarter without specific authori- 
zation from WPB. Manufacture 
of these tubes will not be stopped, 
but rather will be limited so that 
tube inventories will more neatly 
approximate tire inventories,

FEW weeks ago I printed an answer that I should like 
A« correct: A widow asked whether she should write a 

thank-you note to the company her husband worked for, 
upon receiving the first check of a pension to which her hus- 
band had contributed during his Ife. Taking it for granted 
that it was merely a payment of money that had been saved 
by her husband, I answered that while thanks were never out 
of place, I did not think a note of thanks would be necessary 
or expected, 

Several readers have reminded me that such pensions are 
given under varying circumstances. A lawyer sends me the 
following advice: “There are several kinds of pensions. The 
most usual are two: The first is non-contributory by the re- 
cipient, in which case it is a reward for long and faithful 
services and to help the recipient in retirement in addition to 
income, which it is expected he has accomplished from his 
earnings. The other is contributory, in which the recipient 
usually contributes out of salary about half of the cost, but 
even in this case the other half is contributed by the employer. 
Neither classification of pensions is supposed to be adequate 
for full living costs, but in event of no other provision being 
made, they at least prevent the recipient from being desti- 
tute.” 

From this therefore, it is obvious that in either of these 
cases my answer would have been ill-advised and that a note 
of thanks should have been sent. In other words, saying 
“thank you” can’t be wrong—ever, whereas failure to show 
appreciation far outweighs any thanks that might be given 
unnecessarily.

BOUT this “Draft the Nurses” 
movement. Letters piling up 
on my desk until we're work- 
ing in shifts to answer them, Most 
of them hotly protesting certain 
suggestions but all of them as 
patriotic as any fighting man. 
There are slackers in America as 
there are in every nation, but the 
average American woman is 
neither a slacker nor a loafer. 
She’s a hard working, conscien- 
tious citizen, willing and eager to 
do her best for her country and 
for the lad who’s out there bleed- 
ing in some foxhole. But she 
wants to know what she’s biting 
off before she starts chewing. | 
She wants America to see all 
sides of the question before it 
sends her off to war. She sus- 
pects that it doesn’t—and she’s 
right. Take for example this idea 
of drafting qualified nurses for 
military purposes provided they 
are under 45, physically fit and 
either childless or have children 
over 14. Such is the present de- 
sire and is, to my mind, as dan- 
gerous a notion as any we are 
fighting amongst our enemies. 
* * 


DON’T GET me wrong. I have 
nothing against military service 
for women who are free to ac- 
cept it. Indeed I strongly advo- 
cate it. Our present need for. 
nurses at the front is not only 
real but tragically urgent. But 
there is another need equally urg- 
ent and that is for mothers in the 
homes of adolescent children. 

I am a mother myself and I 
cannot believe that the fact that 
a child hag passed his fourteenth 
birthday makes him fit to be left 
to his own devices, or that any 
mother should be encouraged or 
even permitted to so leave him ex- 
cept under the most pressing cir- 
cumstances. 

No child of 14 is physically, 
mentally or spiritually fit to meet 
the problems of adult life. And at 
no time does he so greatly need 
wise and loving supervision and 
companionship. A new born babe 
is helpless but not more danger- 
ously so than a youngster who is 
first facing mature problems. At 
the worst a helpless baby may 
die if neglected. But a neglected 
adolescent boy or girl may run 
amuck and spread inestimable 
crime, destruction, degeneracy and 
disease before sickness or the law 
cuts short his or her career.

NEVER IN ITS history has 
America shown such a record of 
juvenile delinquency and the over- 
whelming majority of such cases 
are due directly to broken or mis- 
managed homes, to absent, indif- 
ferent or unfit parents. 

A mother who leaves a 14-year- 
old youngster for a career, even 
for as vital a calling as nursing, 
contributes to his delinquency as 
surely as if she became a gtreet 
prowler or a barfly. Those un- 
happy mothers who must leave 
home to support their children are 
of course exceptions. Otherwise 
such desertion is a crime against 
the child and society. 

This war has touched a new low 
in savagery. Must we go still low- 
er by encouraging mothers to 
leave their children in their hour 
of greatest need?

Dorothy Ward Top Feminine Trouble Shooter for Better Business Bureau

OME of her best clients will 

meet Dorothy Ward for fhe 

first time late this month when 
merchandisers and other business 
men and women meet to celebrate 
her twenty-fifth anniversary as 
top feminine trouble shooter and 
racket buster for the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau. The reason this mass 
meeting will be new acquaintance 
in many instances is that her 
work as assistant manager of the 
merchandising division has been 
carried on almost anonymously, 
To many people she ig merely 
“The Voice,” the one that answers 
“Merchandising Division” to the 
600 or 800 calls she receives each 
month. 

According to Harry W. Riehl, 
general manager of the bureau, 
which is located in the Arcade 
Building, Miss Ward's job is a 
cross between that of a Mother 
Confessor and a Chief of Detec- 
tives, her problems involving the 
buying and selling of everything 
from diapers to diamonds. She 
has had a hand in many of the 
Bureau’s notable clean-up cam- 
paigns, and although her work is 
now done via phone with a crew 
of part-time shoppers to assist her, 
in her earlier days she did all the 
personal investigating, sometimes 
encountering experiences that re- 
quired the talent of an actress 
and the courage of an F. B. IL 
man. 

x *« * 

‘IT ISN’T usually considered 
good policy to look back,” Miss 
Ward said, “but I think it’s a joy 
to look back when you have grown 
the way the Better Business 
Bureau has. When I] came here 
25 years ago the staff consisted 
of the manager, assistant manager, 
stenographer, and myself. I was 
one of the main cogs in ‘the 
wheel and did all the checking 
and investigating. One day I'd 
be a wealthy widow who wanted 
to invest her money in oil wells 
and the next day I: might be a 
housewife shopping for furniture.” 

A tribute to her profiency at 
this type of make-believe came at 
the close of one of her early in- 
vestigations, in which she was the 
answer to one schemer’s ad, a 
“woman of means to invest in 
pecan acreage.” 

“That was at a time when ads 
of all types were acceptable to 
newspapers,” she recalled, “and 
we answered all such ads. Since 
the man had no office, I agreed 
to meet him in the lobby of a 
hotel. I tgald him I was a wealthy 
widow and was tired of my rela- 
tives taking charge of my invest- 
ments; I thought I coujJd manage 
without them. In return he told 
me he was a widower and lonely 
and he thought we could get along 
beautifully.” 

In spite of this enticing sugges- 
tion that they could make beauti- 
ful music together, Miss Ward re- 
ported that he lacked proper 
credentials and his ad was re- 
fused. The man discovered the 
part of the Bureau and indignant- 
ly called on the manager. 

“In the course of the conversa- 
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can wait at least until the end of

He ended his 
plea right there, but before he 
left, he said to the manager, 
‘You'd better hang onto her—she’'s

MANY OF the old rackets which 
Miss Ward once investigated have 
since been done away with, 
thanks to the efforts of the Bu- 
reau and the co-operation of news- 
paper and radio advertising de- 
partments, Employes of ‘ the 
Bureau point out, that, like the 
Police Department. the Better 
Business Bureau cannot eliminate 
crime completely but it does a 
great deal to control it. Through 

channels, Bureau workers 
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have heard that St. Louis is con- 
sidered a bad-town for racketeers. 
Some of the traditional tricksters, 
the phony fur salesman, lace ped- 
dier, jewelry racketeer, furniture 
club proprietor, and others have 
all but disappeared. 


“We've investigated all kinds of 
‘businesses’.” Miss Ward = said. 
“Once I even investigated the song 
sharks who tell you they'll promote 
your compositions. I sent in a 
horrible ditty called, ‘You've gotta 
stop nibbling on my hook,’ and 
they all wrote back and told me 
I had the hit of the year.” We 
suggested that in the light of cur- 
rent song hits, they might have 
been right. 

A practice abolished through 
Miss Ward's investigation was the 
system once employed by small 
hat shops of selling the same hat 
for any price from $1 to $5 de- 


hes 


purchased 56 hats in order to 
prove their point on this occasion. 
Miss Ward has a crew of women 
subject to call to assist her in in- 
vestigations now, and when the 
word of the shopper is in doubt, 
the article is purchased for exam- 
ination, sometimes even sent to 
testing laboratories for expert 
opinions. Illustrative of the growth 
of the bureau, besides the shop- 
ping crew, is the staff of 18 of- 
fice employes, and the three rooms 
of filing cabinets, the outgrowth of 
the one drawer of index cards 
which served the original bureau. 
Supporting members of the Bu- 
reau have also increased, from 
250 to 1100. 
e 2. @ 


BESIDES CHECKING newspa- 
per ads—and most errors now are 
oversights, not intentional, she 
finds—Miss Ward handles about 
1000 complaints in letter form 
which reach her desk each month, 
in addition to the 600-800 telephone 
complaints. Each time the story is 
entirely different, and frequently 
may be taken as signs of the 
times. The day we visited the 
bureau, she had just sent an inves- 
tigator on a pleasant mission, to 
discover if a certain tavern really 
gave away “free cigarettes with 
drinks,” as advertised. The in- 
vestigator who followed up re- 
ceived the retort expected from 
the bartender—“Are you kiddin’?” 

The senior employe of the bu- 
reau, Miss Ward was a profes- 
sional singer before she joined 
the organization and it was her 
first and only business job. Her 
fellow workers say that, although 
she is anything but callous from 
her job and frequently weeps 
with customers over especially 
sad cases, she is also a sharp 
judge of people, and an expert 
“wheedler” at getting what she 
goes after.

West led the spade king, and 
even when he saw the dummy 
and East’s warning spade three, 
he laid down the ace as well. 
This, in connection with the pen- 
alty double, was all the proof de- 
clarer needed that West was 
counting on two trump tricks. 


At the third trick West shifted 
to the diamond king. The ace 
won and South ruffed a diamond. 
deliberately starting to shorten 
his own trumps. A heart was 
led to the king and another dia- 
mond was ruffed, then South 
cashed the ace and king of clubs. 
His next move wag to cash the 
spade queen—and it was right 
there that East took a part in she 
proceedings. 


He had been following the 
course of play very closely, and 
it was entirely clear to him that 
the final struggle was nothing 
but a battle of trumps between 
South and West. Declarer’s ac- 
tion in shortening his trump suit 
was highly significant of a plan 
to throw West in, finally, with a 
trump_and thus force him to re- 
turn a trump to a probable ten- 
ace in the closed hand. Observe 
that this actually was South’s in- 
tention. If East had played nor- 
mally on the spade queen, declarer 
then would have led the ace of 
clubs and ruffed it. Then the 
lead of any trump except the ace 
would have put West in an end- 
play. 

All this was changed, however, 
when East innocently put his jack 
of spades on the queen! Now, 
with the outstanding spade ap- 
parently located in est’s hand, 
South confidently ruffed the spade 
10, only to see West over-ruff and 
exit safely with a club!
